MADE HIS FIRST FIVE CENTS DROPPING 


CORN BY HAND; WAS A GENUINE EXPERT

ple earned their first money.

John F. Flannigan, well 


known coal dealer and trans- 
fer man of Seventh and Mar- 
ket streets, earned his first 
five cent piece in "dropping" 
corn by hand. 


Mr. Flannigan says there 


were no such things aa nickles 
in his boyhood days but in- 
stead a five cent silver coin. 
Corn in those days in the 
French Grant was planted in 
April. 
"We would have to 


wait until the sun came up 
so our feet 
would not get 


cold for we did not wear 
shoes in April," said Mr. 
Flannigan. Among the people 
of the neighborhood he was 
regarded as an expert at corn 
dropping and hja ' services 
were constantly in demand. 
Very few of the other boys 
could keep up to the horses. 
Mr. Flannigan said the first 
time he got to see Ports- 
mouth was when he took a 
job pulling corn for his fa- 
ther, who promised him the 
trip to the city if he thinned 
out a certain piece of three 


So eager was John to 


make the visit that he sim- 
ply "turned out the ends" 
and so he got 
to come to 


Portsmouth 
the 
following 


day. When he returned home 
that evening he soon found 
that the father had discover- 
ed how he had '' finished'' the 
job and as a result he got to 
thin corn again the entire 
next day.

Flannigan 
proudly 


makes claim to having had a 
dollar practically all of his 
lifetime. It is the same one 
dollar gold piece presented to 
him by his late aunt, Mrs. 
Rose Stellar, wife of Valen- 
tine Stellar, who was a black- 
smith for Orin B. Gould at 
Franklin Furnace.

Wo 
milled at the first letter, -we paid respectful attention to the sec- 
ond> the third made us sit up and think, and with the fourth, the 
bee Btnng us good and proper. Now wo never have, cared and do 
not now caro for office holding, 'hut someway the "'bug" got us. 
It came orer us as a great light that the Democrats of .tho Sixth 
district were loudly demanding that we represent them as their 
candidate for congress. This point settled in our own mind, we be- 
gan taking stock of the chances for nomination and election. Eight 
fcera ia where we got a new insight into tho optimism of candi- 
dates. In aibout ten minutes we had come to tho conclusion that 
ir« were the most popular man in Southern Ohio, that all we had 
to do was to announce our honored name, and the voters would fall 
over themselves getting onto the band wagon. Then we got to ap- 
praising our friends and judging them by the standard of whether 
or not they would support us.

Why, wo could 
ootmt 'em toy the hundreds, these fellows who would support us as 
against anyhody, and we felt so sorry for Charlie Keanis that we 
felt like writing to him to not enter the race for a second term and 
thus experience the humiliation of certain defeat.

election assured, we saw ourselves over at Washington. Of course,
